What is known, however, is that 
under prohibition there grew up gi- 
gantic bootlegging organizations, that 
blind pigs and speakeasies and illicit 
stills thrived; and it is confidently 
believed that if the quantity of liquor 
sold by these sources were added to 
the figures of that which was sold 
legally, then it would be disclosed 
that there was far more drinking, and 
far more liquor consumption under 
prohibition than at the present time. 
_ Furthermore, in comparing statis- 
tics of liquor consumption under gov- 
ernment control with the figures of 
consumption under prohibition,  ac- 
count must be taken of the fact that 
Canada at present is having an an- 
nual influx of 3,000,000 American 
tourists, and that these spend, on a 
conservative estimate, about $30,000,- 
000 for. liquor.

Atheism may be Europe's biggest 
menace during the next five years. 
The possibility is suggested by a 
warning published in “Germania” of 
Berlin regarding the spread in Ger- 
many of “free thinking” movements. 
It is suggested that in five years Eu- 
rope may have from 20 to 25 mil- 
lion atheists. In five years church 
membership in Germany has fallen by 

2,000,000 and today in Germany there 
are , 600,000 members of “free think- 
ing” societies. The atheism campaign 
is not directed from Moscow, if is 
stated, but it has Moscow inspira- 
tion. 


The atheists of Moscow are using 
existing free thinking societies for 
the promotion of the “godless” move- 
ment. “Germania” says that Moscow 
helped to organize an international 
free thinking convention in Czecho- 
Slovakia and now the campaign is in 
full swing throughout Germany and 
Austria. France, Italy, Hungary and 
even England, will get the propagan- 
da soon, it is added, and for the mo- 
ment there is much mooting of a free 
thinker’s day, to be recognized side 
by side with the unemployed day, ten- 
tatively fixed for February 25 each 
year. Of the reality of these and sim- 
ilar plans there can be no doubt what- 
ever,

Health Talks

THE HEALTH OF BLOOD DON. 
ORS 


The present market rates for blood 
are $25 to $50 for from 200 to 500 
ce., (that is, seven ounces up to a 
pint). For each 100 ce. (about 3 
ounces) in excess of a pint an addi- 
tional $10 is paid. At these rates the 
supply is much greater than the de- 


mand. Blood donors ought to organ- 
ize and establish their own scale of 
prices. If a pint of blood is worth 
anything it is worth a hundred dol- 
lars—that is, for any one who is able 
to pay. 

Female donors are not as satisfac- 
tory as male donors. Usually a fe- 
male donor develops mild anemia aft- 
er giving - to c.c. (a pint or 
less), and it takes her a few weeks 
to regain full blood strength. 

A number of students have paid 
their way through college by serving 
as blood donors. Donors are obtain- 
ed by newspaper advertising and 
sometimes even by a call sent out over 
the air. A Wassermann test of the 
blood is made in the case of every 
new donor and every three months 
on donors already registered. 

Among 50 blood donors in Phila- 
delphia only five are females. Their 
ages are from 12 to 41 years. 

One donor made _ six donations 
(1,800 c.c. in all) in a period of 23 
days. His hemoglobin dropped from 
95 to 79 per cent, and his red cor- 
puscles from 5,000,000 to 3,650,000, 
but in five days the hemoglobin in- 
ereased to 90 per cent, (which is nor- 
mal for most of us) and the red cells 
to 4,520,000. 

Another donor showed even more 
remarkable recuperative powers. He 
gave five donations, totaling 2,000 c.c. 
(two quarts) in 18 days; his hemo-

N RAILROAD PLAN 


Eastern Consolidation 
Proposal May Reach 
I. C. C. Before July 1. 


WASHINGTON, June 14.—(4)— 
The eastern four-system railroad con- 
solidation proposal is expected by rail- 
road representatives here to reach the 
interstate commerce commission before 
July 1. , 

Only the “ragged edges” of the plan 
remain to be smoothed out, it was 
learned today from an authoritative 
source, and these are expected to yield 
at a meeting soon of executives of the 
New York Central, Pennsylvania, Bal- 
timore & Ohid and Van Sweringen 
lines. Immediately afterward, it was 
said, the petition for commission ap- 
proval may be expected. 

Final disposition of the larger prob- 
lems of the consolidation plan was an- 
nounced Friday night after a meeting 
in New York. 

Some questions, such as the final 
payment of the Van Sweringen lines 
for the Lehigh Valley railroad, now 
controlled by the Pennsylvania com- 
pany, were left for future settlement. 
Officials said that in this settlement 
no cash price ever had been men- 
tioned.

LONDON, June 14. (UP)

Additional Troops Sent 
Into Several Provinces 
To Stop Depredations.

SHANGHAI, June 15.—( Monday.) 
(P)\—The nationalist government said 
today that 20,000 soldiers had been 
slaughtered or otherwise disposed of 
by communists bands in Kiangsi, Hu- 
nan and northern Kukien provinces 
recently. 

All semblance of order in those 
provinces has virtually disappeared, 
officials said, and Chinese and for- 
eigners alike are attempting to evac- 
uate the district. Some, however, 
were marooned by the roving bands 
and unable to leave. 

The government said 200,000 troops 
had been poured into Kiangsil prov- 
ince and a large number into Hu- 
nan and Fukien provinces to stop the 
depredations. 

No attempt was made by the gov- 
ernment to ascertain the number of 
peasants killed in the communist 
movement, which within the last year 
has reduced the Yangtse valley to vir- 
tual chaos, paralyzing trade, reducing 
people to beggary and actively oppos- 
ed the authority of Nanking. 

Outstanding nationalist leaders re- 
eard the communist menace as the 
most serious which has yet threaten- 
ed China’s stormy revolutionary 
movement. are 

Chiang Kai-shek, generalissimo of 
nationalist forces, who last week an-

MASCOW, June 14.—(#)—The 
government issued a decree today 
ealling for the compulsory educa- 
tion of children who are blind, deaf, 
mute, crippled and mentally defi- 
cient, in order that they might do 
something useful for their country. 

Under the decree, made public by 
Andrey Bubnoff, commissar of edu- 
cation, the training of youthful de- 
fectives is expected to be working 
fully by 1934. 

In the soviet union there now are 
listed 11.265 deaf and mute chil- 
dren. Of these, 6,000 already are 
being trained. Three thousand of 
7.308 blind children are being edu- 
eated and some 20.000 of the 325, 
000 mental defectives are being 
trained. 

The government believes the train- 
ing of this element will assist In 
solving the labor shortage problem.- 

This year’s budget for train 
defective children totals 60,000,008 
rubles (about $30,000.000). This is 
expected to be trebled by 1988, 
when the training of the “misfits” 
will be fully effective.

The latest patent of Mr. Bailer’s is 
a fruit-picking bag that will enable 
apple, pear, plum, orange and grape- 
fruit pickers to pick more fruit in a 
day, and at the same time prevent the 
fruit from being bruised in any way 
by the quick handling of the pickers. 


Tye device is a bag made in the 
form of a large capital D, and the) 
top of the D is where the fruit is | 
put in: but the real advantage is in| 
how the fruit is let out of the bag. 
This is done hy the picker quickly | 
pulling up a tubular slide that would | 
be like raising the front side of the | 
letter up half way. This tubular metal | 
slide operates with but little effort | 
up and down the front edges of the | 
ennvas bag, as these edges are turned | 
around stout pieces of rope that hold — 
two edges rigid as needed. | 


The bottom of the bag, which holds 
n bushel of fruit. is like the bottom 
part of the capital D, but is open for 
about 12 inches. The edges here are 
niso turned around two more separate 
pieces of the same stout rope, but 
with the slide down the front. The 
bottom edges will not separate enough 
to allow even the smallest kinds of 
fruit to fall out, but when the front 
slide is pulled up half way an article 
2s large as a watermelon can quickly | 
slip out. 

This improved fruit-picking bag has | 
the advantage of speed, and ease of | 
operation: the pickers do not have to | 
stoop to unload, and can give their two | 
hands to the guidance “of the fruit, | 
This bag will retain no moisture, and | 
will not soon rot or become foul- | 
smelling.

Mr. Callaway also sent Mr. Booker 
a copy of a letter which he has mailed 
to all cotton mills in the south ask- 
ing that they co-operate’ with the 
growers by following the same pol- 
icy. In his letter to the southern 
mills he announces the policy to be 
followed by his own mills. 

Recently the Association for the In- 
ereased Use of Cotton was notified 
by S. Odenheimer, president of the 
Lane Cotton Mills, New Orleans, that 
his milis would allow the extra weight 
to be added when the bales were 
wrapped in standard cotton bagging. 
Following the receipt of Mr, Oden- 
heimer’s offer, the association wrote 
Mr. Callaway as president of the 
American Cotton Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation asking that all other mills 
in the south make the same offer. 

In his letter to the mills of the 
south Mr. Callaway states that “the 
Association for the Increased Use of 
Cotton. as well as a great many farm- 
ers, ginners and farm organizations 
had taken the matter up with him.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—What 
the imterstate commerce commission 
will do when the railroads formally 
apply for a 15 per cent raise in rates 
can be no more than surmised. ‘The 
commission, in deciding on rates, is 
as independent a branch of the gov- 
ernment as the supreme court ‘and 
fully as free in arriving at its own 
judgments. Just as in the case of) 
the court, however, persons who watch 
the course of the commission and be- 
come familiar with the precedents it 
has made are able to infer, to some 
degree, what the action of the com- 
mission is likely to be in a case like 
the present. 

Although there are as many shad- 
ings of individual or group thought 
among the eleven members of the com- 
mission as among the nine justices of 
the supreme court, the common. ex- 
pectation is that the net of the com- 
mission view will be favorable to the 
railroads at this time, but that the 
commission's permission, if given, will 
be accompanied by several qualifica- 
tions and suggestions. 

A very general belief 
will accord to the rail-| 
application the status of an) 
emergency, and will give it a prefer-| 
red position in time and a prompt 
decision, _A frequent belief is that the | 
commission may name some such fig- 
ure as 10 per cent rather than 15) 
as the limit of raises. A very well- 
informed expectation is that the com- 
mission will suggest to the railroads 
some steps outside the field of rates 
which the railroads ean and should 
take. As it has been expressed by a 
railroad’ man, they anticipate they 
may be told by the commission to 
“put their own house in order.” 

Multiplication of Service. 

One such suggestion would be that 
the railroads curtail some of their | 
competitive practices which under 
present conditions are not in the pub-?

Frank Hawks, American speed «ce, 
that the United States has much to: 
learn from Europe concerning flying 
field management. 
On the other hand, America has a 
few lessons to offer on such matters 
'as proper surfacing for landing fields, 
the use of brakes on lanes and the 
speeding up «f mail and passenger 
service. 
“The fundamental difference _ be- 
tween European and American fields 
is that here they became social cen- 
ters.” Hawks said today. “Every 
‘large European airport has magnifi- 
cent field houses, restaurants, cafes 
and beer gardens. People with only 
small interest in actual flying use 
these fields or recreation and sports. 
This is something in the spirit of 
the American aviation country clubs, 
but the European fields are open to 
the publie instead of being small and 
exclusive.” 
Hawks said the finest field that 
he has seen in Europe is Tempelhof 
in Berlin. 

“I think Berlin has the best field 
in Europe, one reason for this is that 
Tempelhof is only 12 or 15 minutes 
from the center of the city, a factor 
that helps draw crowds. 

“The tables there are loaded with 
beer, there is a general holiday atmos- 

phere, and all this helps sell aviation 
'to the public. 
| “One of the biggest differences be- 
tween America and European fields 
is the lack of paved runways in Eu- 
rope. 

“Another point of variance is the 
Jack of brakes on European planes. 
Also, here they fly passenger ships 
on schedule in weather much worse 
than is thought safe in the United 
States. This is not caused by reck- 
lessness but by a different point of 
| view. 
| “Schedules on liuropean lines are 
somewhat slower than those in Amxvr- 
ica. Mail lines in the United States 
are much faster, better and longer 
than anything in Europe. Also we 


do much more night flving at home, |

Year-Old Writer and 
Editor. 


NEW YORK, June 14,—-(4)—Syd- 
; ney Rosenfeld, prominent playwright 
lof a decade and more ago, died in 
| his sleep today at his home of heart 
| disease. He was 75. 

Born ‘in Richmond, Va., on Octo- 
| ber 26, 1855, and educated in the 
bene schools of that city and New 

nd in a private school of Man- 
hattan, he became the first editor of 
the magazine Puck. 

He wrote and adapted many plays 
; during his long career in connection 
with theatrical affairs. He collaborat- 
ed in many others and wrote the li- 
brettos of several comic operas and 
musical plays. 

His activities ceased almost entirely 
after 1919. Some of his works were 
“The Giddy Throng,” “A Man of 
Ideas,” “The Mocking Bird,” “The 
| 20th Century Girl,” “The Purple 
Lady”’ “The Rain Maker of Syria,” 

“A Dangerous Maid,” “A Round of 
Pleasure,” “The Vanderbilt cae ee 
| Lesson for Wives,” “Virginia Runs 
| Away” and “Forbidden.” 
| Prior to the production. of these 
‘he had written a score of plays pop- 
ular in their days, including “The 
Barnstormer,” in 1905: “Mlle. Mis- 
chief,” 1908, and “Children of Des- 
tiny,” in 1910. 

“Letty Arrives,” “Jumping Jupi- 
ter’ (with Richard Carle) and “The 
Charm of Isabel” were some of the 
old-time Rosenfeld hits. 

As long ago as 1876 he penned 
“The Pique Family.” and “The Black 
Hussar” from the German he brought 
forth in 1885. In 1888 “The Lady or 
the Tiger” was his outstanding offer- 
ing. It lived for many years, as did 
“A House of Cards,” which he wrote 
in 1896. 

Since 1923 the dramatist had devot- 
ed himself largely to writing plays 
“for himself,” his family said. None 
of these works has gone to the stage. 

He was a former president of the 
American Dramatist Society and of 
the National Federation of Theater 
Clubs. 

A funeral service will be held to- 
morrow under the auspices of the 
Actors’ Fund.

Vogt said, which is essentially the as- 
sociation stratum. the brain of a 
known criminal shows certain pecu- 
liarities. This part of the brain of a 
criminal is often defectively formed, 
and entirely different from that of a 
normal person. This does not mean 
that the criminal is an abnormal per- 
son, but simply that he is a bit un- 
balanced, and his power of resisting 
temptation is weakened because this 
section of his brain is weak, or per- 
haps does not function at all. So he 
is unrestrained; his impulse toward 
crime does not have to overcome the 
resistance which it does with a nor: 
mal person.
